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‘ On 5-15-64 Mr, J, W. Scott, Deputy Director, Bureau of | 
Intelligence and Research, Department of State, advised Liaison 
Agent Bartlett that Chief Justice Warren has made a request of 
Secretary Rusk in connection with the Oswald case. Mr. Warren 
requested that an attempt be made to have the Cubans furnish 
information and documents in their possession concerning Oswald's 
visit to the Cuban Consulate in Mexico City during the Fall of 
1963, 
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Mr. Scott advised that it would be necessary to go 
through the Swiss to contact the Cubans; therefore, State is 
sending a communication to the U. S. Ambassador in Bern asking 
that the Swiss be contacted in connection with Mr, Warren's 
request to determine if the Swiss are willing to contact the 
Cubans in an attempt to secure the requested information and 
documents.
